The concerto is. written in regu- 
lar form and consists of threq 
movements. The first is Moderato 
Maestoso, written in four-four’ time 
in F sharp minor; the second is 
Andante Cantabile, in six-eight 
time in D major; and the finale is 
Allegro Con Brio, in two- fous time 
in A major. 


Mr. McCann’s work was com- 
pleted Jast summer and was dupli- 
cated in Los Angeles during’ the 
summer. This will be the first pub- 
lic presentation of the piece. 


Miss Del. Chiaro studied ‘under 
Mr. McCann as a child and is now 
attending San Francisco state ‘col- 
lege. She has received recognition 
for her ability by Mr. Pierre*Mon- 
teux, famous symphony conductor. 
Miss Heer is well known in. local 
music. circles and is recognized as 
a fine pianist.
